DISCUSSION ; 

Two papers on the subject were distributed at the meeting; a draft 
memorandum from CIA and a memorandum from the Chairman of the Ad Hoc Group 
(US IB-TE- 35 »/21). The Mambers considered both of these papers informally 
in subsequent discussion. 

In considering the various proposals and approaches to the problem, 
it was generally conceded that the only point at issue was in Paragraph 4 
of the ELINT Emergency Plan. This appeared to evolve primarily into a 
problem of continuity of responsibility. The Mambers considered the 
responsibilities of the Secretary of Defense and DIR IB A under emergency 
conditions, and where Committee responsibilities should be delegated until 
such time as the Committee could be reconstituted. 

mmm Chairman of the Steering Committee, spoke on this 
probJ^i^nd^abJ^^^suggested solution for Paragraph 4e. He pointed out 
that IBCID 6 provides for established chain of authority, and that there 
was no intention to curtail the responsibilities of the Secretary of 
Defense. However, he considered that US IB responsibilities should not be 
handed over to any other body. 

The NSA Mamber felt that provision had to be made for continuity of 
community guidance - in an emergency where no structure was available, 
DXRNSA should try to reconstitute ELINT Committee responsibilities to the 
best of his ability to provide for community guidance, until the regular 
structure could be reconstituted. Such an interim body would provide 
guidance to both NSA and SECDEF. 

On the suggestion of the Joint Staff Member, it was agreed that the 
N3A and CIA Ambers would redraft the required portions of the plan and 
submit it to the Chairman, who would contact the Members and effect the 
necessary coordination. The Chairman would then submit the approved paper 
to the Executive Secretary for distribution.
